Good home at Veterans’ Civil Service Preference 


Under the existing law, veterans enjoy 
a wide privilege over all other men in 
taking civil service examinations. In 
the coming State election, Massachu- 
setts voters will have an opportunity of 
saying whether they think this prefer- 
ence should be curtailed. 

More specifically, the question is 
this. At present, veterans who received 
a grade of 65 per cent must be given 
preference over all civilians, and dis- 
abled veterans are given preference over 
able-bodied veterans. Many people 
think that this law is unfair, and ask 
that regular veterans be given a 5 per 
cent preference, and disabled men a 
10 per cent preference over civilians. 
This is what the question on the ballot 
proposes. 

What is to be said for the smaller 
margin of preference? 

That it puts men of 65 per cent com- 
petency in office when men of 90 and 
95 per cent are available but must be 
refused places because of the present 
law. Examples may be cited to show 
that in once instance a 91 per cent 
engineer was automatically put below 
twenty-nine veterans, the poorest 65 
per cent and the best only 77 per cent. 
This places poorly qualified officials in 
such public services as boiler inspection, 
health activities, fire and police, bridge 
construction and water supply. Such 
a state of things necessarily impairs the 
work of the government and also dis- 
courages those who are not yelerans, 
some of whom were loo young to serve 
during the war, from trying for the civil 
service at all. Supporters of the pro- 
posed law also piont out that less than 
1 per cent of the veterans allempt the 
examinations; hence the incompetency 
of these few hurts the other 96 per cent 
of the veterans. ‘They urge, therefore, 
that the law be modified.

| Plans for Concert Saturday Night at 
George Washington Hall 


When the plans for this concert by the 
Russian Choir were made it was fully ex- 
pected that the auditorium would be com 
pletely finished. The seats have all been 
installed, but are not as yet numbered, the 
carpets are not laid and the stage is as yet 
completely bare of curtains or scenery. Al- 
though it will be possible to use the audi- 
torium for the concert on Saturday night, the 
indulgence of the public is asked because of 
its unfinished condition. Before another 
attraction is offered, it is hoped that it will 
be completely furnished. 

The center section with the exception of 
the four rear rows and the four front rows of 
the side aisles have been reserved for those 
holding the $1.50 tickets, and who have given 
their names as patrons and patronnesses of 
the concert. They are not held by number 
so those coming first will secure their choice 
in location. This arrangement is the best 
that can be made until the seats are number- 
ed. The balance of the side aisles sell for 
$1.00 and there will be enough seats available 
to accommodate all who wish to purchase 
seats at the door. ‘The first two rows of the 
balcony have been reserved for Abbot 
Academy. The balance of the seats in the 
balcony of which there are about 250 are 
seventy-five cents. There will be seats 
available in this section also at the door on 
the evening of the concert. 

Those coming on foot from chapel avenue 
will find the path by the chapel leads to the 
front entrance of the hall. Those who come 
by motor, will enter by the rear basement 
door and go up one flight to the foyer of the 
auditorium. The check room for garments 
is directly by this entrance in the basement. 
There is ample parking space for motors in 
the rear of the building, with a_ traffic 
manager in charge. 

The doors will be open at 7.30 and the 
concert will begin promptly at 8.15.  Be- 
cause of the seating arrangements, patrons 
will be better satisfied by coming early. 
It is hoped that the house will be filled,as a 
rare and unusual attraction is offered, The 
Russian Choir sing the following night at 
Symphony Hall in Boston. Those who 
heard them on the stormy night when they 
appeared here last year will be sure to wish 
to hear them again. Plans will ne made to 
take cure of the crowd to their best satis- 
faction, but it is hoped that the public will 
be indulgent at this first concert in an hall 
not yet fully equipped because of necessary 
and unexpected delays.

Limited Town Meetings 


One of the questions which will appear 
on the official ballot at the State elec- 
tion on November 2 is whether the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth shall be 
amended to authorize the Legislature 
to establish a limited form of town 
government in any town of over six 
thousand inhabitants; that is, ‘a form 
of town government providing for town 
meetings limited to such inhabitants of 
the town as may be elected for the pur- 
pose.’ The present law permits only 
towns of 10,000 or over to apply for this 
form of government. 

The merits of this form of representa- 
tive Lown government have already been 
discussed in this column, and need not 
be elaborated upon at this time. The 
Townsman takes satisfaction in seeing 
that this important matter is now before 
the public, and heartily endorses the 
measure. It should be pointed out that 
in 1924 the General Court voted 189 
votes for, and 40 votes against the 
measure, and in 1925 that body voted 
262 for, and 4 against. It seems only 
right that if a town wants this form of 
government, it should be allowed to 
have it. 


Redistricting Essex County 


The carefully laid plans of our 
county candidates for election are gone 
to naught. An order of the Supreme 
Court demanded a redistricting of the 
entire county, and the work and cost of 
our Primaries has gone up in smoke. 
To have such a drastic change come 
about between the Primaries and the 
succeeding election is something un- 
ooked for and extraordinary. The 
candidates Andover nominated in Sep- 
tember will not even serye this com- 
munity, much less be voted upon here. 

It is too early now to foretell how our 
union with part of South Lawrence will 
affect Andover’s political hopes and 
candidates, but the results will be fol- 
lowed with close interest. Meanwhile, 
a “free for all” sticker campaign is on, 
with all the confusion that will go hand 
in hand with it. 

Out of all this chaos we hope some 
really worth-while men will be elected 
from this district on November 2. ‘The 
new situation requires all the more 
study on the part of the voters, in order 
to vote intelligently, and the events of 
the next week or ten days will be fol- 
|lowed with keen attention.

P. A. Team to Play at Dedication of 
Memorial Park in Lawrence 


Tomorrow afternoon the Phillips academy 
football team will play Lawrence high at 
Memorial Park in Lawrence. This will be the 
first time that a team from Phillips Andover 
has set foot upon a Lawrence field. 

Saturday will be a memorable day in the 
athletic history of Lawrence.

Plow Under or Pull Up and Burn All 
Corn Stubble by December 1 


Chap. 147, Acts of 1923 
An act Relative to the Disposition of Corn 
Stalks and Stubble in Connection with 
the Suppression of the European 
Corn Borer 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 31A. In any town or part thereof 
in which an order issued under the preceding 
section in connection with the suppression of 
the European Corn Borer shall be in effect, 
every person in possession of land on which 
corn of any kind has been grown, shall, not 
later than December first of the year of its 
growth, plow, or cause to be plowed the field 
in which it was grown, so as to bury the 
stubble to a depth of at least six inches, or 
pull up said stubble or cause it to be pulled up 
and destroy it, or cause it to be destroyed, by 
person having in his 
possession corn stalks shall, not later than 
April tenth of the year following that of their 
growth, completely dispose of such corn 
stalks by using them as fodder or by burning 
them. Whoever violates any provision of 
this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-five nor more than five

Suggestions to Hunters 


On the eve of the opening of the annual 
hunting season, Director William C. Adams 
of the State Division of Fisheries and Game 
renew his warnings that his wardens will 
make renewed efforts during the coming 
season to see that the laws are observed. 

Up to the first of the current month, 601 
persons have been prosecuted this year 
which is nearly equal to the prosecutions for 
the entire year last year. In the month 
of September alone 38 persons were prose- 
cuted. Fines totalling nearly $10,000 have 
been imposed against violators this year 
and in the case of every conviction, the 
person had his license revoked and lost his 
right to hunt, fish or trap for one year from 
date of his conviction. 

Each hunter should first provide himself 
with a sporting license and then acquaint 
himself with the present fish and game laws 
for ignorance of the law excuses no one. 

The rights of the land-owner should be 
respected and his property safe-guarded 
against any damage or injury. The failure 
to do this may result in the farmer with- 
drawing the privilege he now extends to the 
sportsmen to hunt on his land. 

The prevention of forest fires ranks 
second to none in importance for consider- 
ation. Carelessness on the part of a single 
hunter may cause a forest fire which would 
destroy more game than would be killed by 
the sportsmen during the entire season. The 
occurrence of an increased number of forest 
fires during the hunting season might result 
in the suspension of the season by the 
Governor. 

Director Adams further advises the use 
of great care in the handling of firearms to 
yrevent accidents in the woods or personal 
injury to hunters. Great danger exists unless 
each hunter makes sure of what he is shooting 
at before the gun is discharged or if he 
allows the gun to remain loaded after the 
hunt is over. 

If any pheasants are killed bearing bands, 
the bands should be removed and sent to 
the director with a statement as to where 
the bird was killed. This request is in 
connection with an investigation to deter- 
mine how far the pheasants travel from the 
point at which they were liberated. 

The Division calls especial attention to 
the activities of the New England Ruffed 
Grouse Investigation Commi tee, and appeals 
to the sportsmen to individually contribute 
one entire bird from the season’s bag, and 
the intestines of all birds killed. All speci- 
mens should be sprinkled liberally with salt, 
carefully labelled, wrapped securely and 
mailed promptly to Dr. Alfred O. Gross, 
Bowdoin College, Brunswick, Maine, who 
will make the biological examinations. It 
is very important that the locality from 
which the bird is shipped should be indicated. 
It would also be very helpful for each con- 
tributor to write a personal letter to Dr. 
Gross, stating whether the birds are present 
in normal, or less, or greater numbers.

You are hereby required on or before Dec. 1, 1926, 
to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths on your 
property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
132, General Laws, which requires cities and towns 
to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests 
of the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, 

caterpillars, pupae and nesta, then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the 
land. (Section 18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on 
reverse.) 
The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on their 
premises, Citizens who have cleaned their premises 
of the moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should make 
complaint to the Selectmen, The infestation of a 
residential neighborhood by the neglect of a few 
will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented, 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
etc. A few trees well cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees, 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Local 
Superintendent, E. Burke Thornton, or from the 
| State Forester, Room 519, State House, Boston,

Work done by contractors should be inspected 
and approved by Local Superintendent before pay- 
ment for the same is made,
